Says Housing Proj jects Might Make 
New School Bond Issue Necessary. 


William Coibion Says 25 More Grade Schools 
Will Be Needed When Building 
Is Campleted. 


A new school bond isste will be 
required to meet the need for ad- | 
ditional schools in public and pri- 
vate housing projects in the ‘cen- 
tral area of St. Louis, it was pre- 
dicted last night by William H. 
Coibion, planning director of the 
City Plan Commission. 

He addressed a meeting of the 
Public School Patrons’ Alliance at 
the. Board of Education building, 
911 Locust street. 

About 25 additional elementary 
schools will be needed when hous- 
ing projects planned for the 
“core” area of the city are com- 
pl making a new bond issue 
“inevitable,” Coibion said. 

Most of the housing develop- 
ments authorized or contemplated 
for the city are located in this 
“core” district, bounded roughly 
by Grand boulevard on the west, 
the river on the east, Palm street 


on the south, Coibion pointed out. 
Schools Overcrowded. 


“There already is a crying de- 
ficiency of classrooms in housing 
hes om oye in this area,” 

said. of the schools are 
tremendously overcrowded and 
antiquated.” 
Planning for new housing de- 
velopments, he adde@, “must rec- 
ognize these conditions and should 
be co-ordinated with the building 
of new schools. 

“There are now about 67,000 
dwelling units in this ‘core’ area. 
The new housing projects in this 
area should raise that total to 
100,000 units—and that’s a very 
conservative estimate.” 

Housing developments author- 
ized or planned for the central 
section, as listed by Coibion, in- 
clude those in the DeSoto-Carr 
area, where three low-rent proj- 
ects are planned. 

These are the Oliver Wendell 
Pruitt development for Negroes, 
now under construction, the M-5 
project and the M-6 development, 
as yet uncommitted.

“Elementary school enrollment 
in the DeSoto-Carr section now is 
1110 pupils,” Coibion said. “When 
the three housing projects are 
completed, estimated enrollment 
will be 7840 students. 

“In this entire area, there are 
now only 17 classrooms. When 
the three projects are completed, 
223 classrooms will be needed. 

“In the Pruitt development 
alone, 86 classrooms will be 
needed “for an estimated 3022 
students, compared with 11 class- 
rooms nowgpvallable,”

During the campaign President Eisenhower 
criticized the Truman policy on Latin America 
and said “statesmanship can do better than 
that.” The study mission on which he now sends 
his brother, Dr. Milton D. Eisenhower, president 
of Pennsylvania State College, is an effort to see 
what gtatesmanship can do. 

This ig going to prove more difficult than 
criticizing past policies. It is true that South 
Americans feel, as Secretary of State Dulles 
charged, that the United States has “neglected” 
them. But the problem now is to meagure thet 
neglect against our actual resources for over- 
coming it. 

An essential fact of our waning Good Neigh- 
bor policy has been the sharp contrast between 
wartime American aid and trade, and the post- 
war letdown. The latter developed because of 
Washington’s concentration on Europe and Asia, 
and what blame there might have been can be 
spread equally between the Truman Administra- 
tion and Congress. 

During this postwar period, too, a half-dozen 
depressed republies turned into semi-fascist dic- 
tatorships. This was unfortunate, but it is hard 
to see what the United States could have done 
to prevent it short of outright intervention. 

What Latin America wants ig American aid 
without American intervention. On our part this 
policy is not easy to define. It means correct 
diplomatic relations, and not such faltering 
friendships as Washingtén once had with Ar- 
gentina. It should also mean efforts to benefit 
the people behind the governments with public 
and private investment. 

‘Point IV has been a useful instrument for 
reaching the peoples to the South. It has cost 
very little in our over-all foreign aid program. 
Yet it has proved one of our most appreciated, 
hence most profitable, efforts. Dr. Milton Eisen- 
hower is a friend of Point IV, but Senator Mc- 
Carthy is threatening the program with in- 
vestigatory attack. 

When the fact-finding mission is over, Latin 
Americans will wait to see the results. The 
test will come on such matters as what the new 
Republican Administration does with Point IV,

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Congressman Reed Pushes On 
If the White House thought it had Congress- 
man Reed of New York under control on the 
tax eut issue, the White House now has, as the 
oldtimers used to say, another think a-coming.

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Until the Indus Is Harnessed 

The India-Pakistan water dispute now looms 
as a far more dangerous area of tension between 
the two new nations of the Indian subcontinent 
than the political fate of Kashmir. It is likely to 
grow increasingly bitter, especially in the face of 
the famine threatening Pakistan. 

The problem is how to store up water in the 
Indus and its tributaries, and then to distribute 
it equitably. in both countries; it is complicated 
by the fact that the rivers generally rise in 
India, then flow across the line of partition into 
Pakistan. On both sides the land is arid. 

West Pakistan's food difficulties stem in large 
part from lack of water. In the face of an un- 
usually dry season, India diverted water to its 
own acreage in the arid East Punjab. The fact 
that New Delhi acted under terms of a 1948 


ee agreement requiring Pakistan to develop new 


sources and permitting India to gradually dimin- 
ish deliveries did not improve already touchy 
feelings across the border. 

Pakistan now needs the loan of 1,500,000 tons 
of wheat if famine is to be averted. The United 
States will be acked to provide two thirds, and 
the rest will come from Australia and Canada.

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Catholic View on Immigration

Abolishing existing statutes of limitation 
in deportation cases. Allowing deportation 

for alleged acts 50 years past Sec. 242. 


Abolition, in certain cases, of the right 
of an American citizen to court review if

HE other day a mother who was a member of one of our 
T lecture audiences asked a question which presented an 

interesting problem. We weren't very quick on the trigger 
in answering her, but, on second thought, we should like to 
tell you her problem and what is probably the best answer 
to it. 

Her problem is this: She is the mother of 3-year-old twins, 
Abby and Ann. Whenever any mischief or damage was done 
around the house, she used to ask each one if she had done 
the bad thing. And each in-turn would say, “No, Abby (or 
Ann) did it.” 

She felt that this blaming of somebody else was wrong, 
and so she bargained with them. If whenever one df the girls 
had done anything wrong she would own up to it, her mother 
promised not to punish her. 

x k * 

“BUT NOW,” complains their mother, “they can yet away 
with anything. Because all they have to do is say, ‘I did it,’ 
and then I can’t punish them.” | 

Well, this mother has more or less trapped herself, and 
she realizes it. Her problem is: Where did she go.wrong? And 
what could she do about it now. 

From a practical point of view, about all she can do 
(assuming that she lives up to her promise) is to discover her 
daughters’ involvement by means other than direct question- 
ing. This, with 3-year-olds, should not be too hard to do, 
since children of this age are usually not too skillful at cover- 
ing up their tracks. 

Of course, with twins who are much together, sometimes 
it is difficult to be sure w of the two is the culprit. If so, 
and if important badnesses recur, try separating them and you 
can soon determine which girl is at fault.

BUT THIS is only half the story. The most interesting 
point is: Where did this mother go wrong, or has she really 
gone wrong? Can she not get back on the track rather quickly? 

The answer, we think, is that she was expecting too much 
of her children, and was expecting it too soon. The ability 
to admit one’s wrongdoing does not, as a rule, come in until 
a child is almost 7 years of age, though we do have glimmers 
of it increasingly from 18 months on, 

And so what she got was merely a superficial imitation of 
the behavior. Not the real thing. Admitting your own wrong- 
doing implies being ready, if not eager, to take the conse- 
quences. That is. what we mean when we say that many 
¥-year-olds can admit wrongdoing. We mean they can admit 
what they have done and ‘can take the consequences. 

This the twins couldn’t do. Their admission of wrong- 
doing, which their mother had bribed them into, amounted to 
little more than the temporary and superficial “manners” 
which some people teach their 3-year-olds. Such “manners” 
no more resemble mature, heartfelt good manners than the 
twins’ admission of guilt resembled the admissions of more 
mature children. 

For all these things, we must. be patient and willing to

Helen Parkhurst Has Made Career of Talking to Children, Often Finds ‘Chilling Whiff of Real Life’

ELEN PARKHURST thinks 

perhaps she was intended to

One she recalls had the 
rather staggering title, “Fayette 
Monette Interviews God.” In it, 
God promised to do away with 
orphan asylums, a condition that 
worried her even at that young 
age. 

Her concern with children, 
especially the underprivileged, 
has been a lifelong factor. At 17, 
she began teachifg in a one-room 
school near her Durand (Wis.) 
home, progressed to become a 
noted educator with a score of 
honorary degrees.

Drainage Troubles. 


S a general rule the house 
drainage system waits to go 
“out of whack until you have 
a house full of guests, a big party 
planned or: some similar out- 
standing event. 
On the other hand, most drain- 
age systems give you plenty of 


advance warning before they quit ' 


for good and if you catch things 
befere they go too far you can 
save both your temper and per- 
haps some money as well. 


The most familiar warning on 
the part of a drainage system is 
just a slowing down. Not just a 
slowing down of one fixture for 
that can mean just a localized 
stoppage, but a slowing down of 
all the fixtures. 

Rumbling and grumbling in the 
drainage system is another sign 
that bad trouble is not too far 
away and so, of course, is water 
collecting on the ground above a 
septic tank or cesspool. 

Most of your stoppages in the 
main line can be cleared if caught 
soon enough with a _ chemical 
drain cleaner which’ is probably 
the least messy method of doing 
the job. A plumber’s snake can 
also be used to clear a stoppage.
